" Coiner nowhere teaches or suggests criteria for classifying faults from unranked fault data collected from a fleet of locomotives" (page 
9)- 

"Palusamy fails to remedy the shortcomings of coiner." (page 10) 
Examiner disagree. 

With respect to the 1st argument, the Examiner consider (Coiner et al. Fig. 5 and col. 2, lines 32 - col. 3, line 27) teaches this limitation. 
Specifically, since applicant did not specifically define what fault is in applicant's claim, the Examiner "consider the data collected during 
a sampling " reads on fault data as intent use. 

With respect to the 2nd argument, the Examiner consider Palusamy teaches critical fault (i.e. collecting sample data for assessing 
operational conditions and for predicting maintenance requirements. Palusamy et al. Col. 4, lines 13-15). 

The 101 rejection has been overcome by the amendment filed 11-8-05. 
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
